" His sisters, Mrs. Madeline Kenna | 
of New York and London, and Mrs. 
Gladys Colket of Philadelpbia, who 
received their shares of the Kerens 
estate without restrictions, have 
objected to the payment cf Vin- | 
cent’s share to him, the crust com- 
pany says in its petition, and Mrs. 
Kenna has threatened legal action. 
Therefore, being “beset by douots 
as to its duty,’ the trust company 
appealed to the Circuit Court. 
Sobriety Clause in Will. 
Richard Kerens, a railroad cap- | 
ftalist, died in September, 1916. | 
His will, after making specific be- | 
quests to several persons and Ob- 
jects, left the residue of the es- 
tate to Vincent and the two 
daughters. The St. Louts’ Union 
Trust Co. was directed oy the will 
to pay Vincent $500 a month, and 
to hold the principal and accum-

Failed in Previous Suit. 

Vincent Kerens when serving !n 
France as a Lieutenant in the 
United States Army Air Service, 
filed a petition asking the Circuit 
Court to set aside the trusteeship 
and give him his share of the ¢s- 
tate outright. The court refused 
the petition, and was upheld by a 
decision of the State 
Court. 

Early in 1923, the trust com- 
pany’s petition says, Vincent Ker- 
a ens asked it te terminate the trust, 
. | but it refused the request, and it 
refused a like request later. But | 
last Jan. 24 Kerens made written 
application, and offered document- 
ary evidence of his sobriety an: 
g00d behavior for the five years 
previous. 

The trust company investigated 
the evidence offered, and on May 
-3 concluded that satisfactory 
proof of compliance with the terms 
of the will had been furnished. The 
trust company’s investigation, it is 
understood, was made by Attor- 
ney Samuel B. McPheeters, former 
President of the Police Board. 

The tact of Kerens’ divorce, four 
years ago, from his first wife, Jane

NEW YORK, July 9.—Night 
clubs of New York are denounced 
as a menace to morality in the an- 
nual report of the Committee of 
Fourteen made public today. The 
night club hostess is termed the 
American counterpart of the geisha 
girl. Because of such clubs, speak- 
easies and cance halls the commit- 
tee regards vice conditions in New 
York as the worst in 20 years. 

The committee formed in 1905 
to combat commercialized vice is 
a civilian organization. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. was the heaviest

The most serious aspect of the 
situation, the committee finds, is 
the class of young men and women 
attraced to night clubs and speak- 
easies, a class who never would 
have visited the old places of com- 
mercialized vice.

“She is emploted for the main 
purpose of increasing the sales of 
liquor, other drinks and food; inci- 
dentally she is to provide enter- 
tainment for the men customers, 
Her sex appeal largely accounts for 
her success.,”’ 

Only Six Respectable. 

Of 157 night clubs and speak- 
easies investigated during 1927 the 
committee found cnly six “respect- 
able” with six more ‘“‘suspicious but 
no evidence obtained.” In 13 others 
girls were not admitted. 

Advertisements of clubs, the 
report says, have attracted ‘not 
only local girls into this occupa- 
tion but also girls from outside 
places in various parts of the 
United States. Other hostesses 
are recruited from closed dance 
halls which in turn advertise ex- 
tensively for “young, attractive 
girls over 18, experience unneces- 
sary.”’ 

Advertising for Girls. 


The closed dance hall, or the 
dance studio, where private les- 
sons are given although not as 


dangerous as the night clubs and 
speakeasies, is a “growing and 
serious menace,’” the committee 
finds, adding: “It is here that the 
largest number of girls get their 
first start downward. This type 
of employment seenis to have a 
hardening and commercializing ef- 
fect on the girl The night club 
studies show that the dance halls 
are used very largely as feeders 


for supplying hostesses to the va- |

Gottlieb Lilliech Goes to 
Home of Estranged Mate

WOUNDS YOUTH IN 
LEG AND ESCAPES 


Slayer Flees to Basement of 


Own House and Shoots 
Himself in Chest as Police 
Approach to Arrest Him. 


After shooting his estranged wife 
to death and seriously wounding 
her son by a former marriage, 
Gottlieb Lilliech, 58 years old, a 
clothes presser, shot himself at Lis 
home, 4657 Steffens avenue, today. 
He is not expected to live. 

He had killed his wife, . Mrs. 
Amelia Lilliech. 42, and shot her 
son, Herman Stege, 20, at their 
home, 8111 Reilly avenue. Escap- 
ing, he went to his home and 


turned the pistol on himself as 
police were on their way to the 
house to ‘arrest him. 

With her son standing near to 
help her, Mrs. Lilliech was dving 
the family washing, bending over 
a tubd in the basement, at 9:40 a. 
m., when Lilliech appeared in the 
doorway, flourishing a pistol. 

Without a word, according to the 
son, Lilliech advanced on his wife 
and shot her in the forehead. She 
fell dead beside the tub. 


Shoots Youth in Leg. 


Young Stege attempted to disarm 
his stepfather, but was shot in 
the leg. Lilliech then ran from 
the basement, his escape being wit- 
nessed by a neighbor. His step- 
daughter, Miss Alvina Stege, was 
upstairs in the house at the time. 

Half an hour later, Lilliech cr- 
rived at the Steffens avenue ad- 
dress, where he had been living 
with his; son by a previous mar- 
riage, Henry G. Lilliech, and the 
son’s wife, Hilda. He had con- 
cealed the pistol in a pocket, bur 
was pale and perspiring, and vis- 
ibly agitated. 

“T ended everything down there,” 
he told his son’s wife, who was tr 
the kitchen. 

Then, b:fore she could question 
him, he ran down a flight of steps 
into the basement and shot himself 
in the chest. The bullet passed 
near the heart and out the back.

Schollmeyer’s hearing is the last 
One on today’s docket and is set 
for late this afternoon. Recom- 
mendations that he be paroled 
have been made to the State Penal 
Board by “Jelly Roll’ Hogan, for- 
mer leader of the Hogan gang of 
St. Louis; Ben Weidle, president of 
the St. Louis Board of €@ducation, 
and others. 

Rowland Johnston, former As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney, who 
prosecuted Schollmever. is here to 
appear in Schollmeyer’s case. He 
had written the board that he had 
no objection to a parole being 
granted. Schollmeyer was _ sen- 
tenced to 15 years in prison on 
conviction in 1924 of burglary of 
the store of A. S. Asadorian of St. 
Louis, in which $15,000 in rugs 
and furnishings were stolen.
